Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: No 
prior art of record discloses or fairly discloses a document holder comprising: a plurality of 
holder bodies mounted to one another in a vertical direction, wherein the holder bodies have an 
adapting part which has a recess formed on a rear; a shaft assembly arranged in the adapting part 
of a bottommost one of the holder bodies, wherein the shaft assembly has a first pivot part 
formed on a top thereof in the vertical 
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direction and first supporting arm accommodated in the recess for the bottommost one of the 
holder bodies; a plurality of pivot modules connecting to the holder bodies except the 
bottommost one; wherein the first pivot part of the shaft assembly and the second pivot part of 
each pivot module pivotally connects to the matching parts of a neighbor one of the pivot 
modules so as to form a vertical pivot shaft; and including all of the other limitations of the 
independent claim. 

Dirkx is the closest reference that is similar to applicant's invention. However, Dirkx 
does not disclose: a plurality of holder bodies which have a recess formed on a rear; and a shaft 
assembly arranged in the adapting part of a bottommost one of a the holder bodies, wherein the 
shaft assembly has a first pivot part formed on a top and first supporting arm accommodated in a 
recess of the bottommost one of the holder bodies.
